American Apparel, the trendy but troubled 
Los Angeles clothier, filed for Chapter ii 
bankruptcy protection Monday— yet another 
blow to a company that has been struggling 
since ousting its chief executive last year. 

The firm said it had reached an agreement 
with 95 percent of its secured lenders to imple- 
ment a financial restructuring that will drasti- 
cally cut down its debts and interest payments. 

Under the agreement, which has been ap- 
proved by the board, lenders have agreed to 
eliminate more than $200 million in bonds in 
exchange for shares in the reorganized com- 
pany-known in business parlance as a debt- 
for-equity swap. 

American Apparel said the reorganization 
will allow the company to keep its “produc- 
tion and operations in the U.S.” The company 
will come out of bankruptcy as a private com- 
pany analysts said. 

“The debt structure was the biggest im- 
pediment that we have. When you have over 
$300 million in debt and are paying $35 mil- 
lion plus in interest rates, it’s not a sustain- 
able business model,” Chief Executive Paula 
Schneider said in a Monday interview. 

“I had cash flow restrictions every day We 
were making choices every day of funding re- 
tail or wholesale or e-commerce,” she added. 
“Let’s layer on all the nuisance lawsuits that 
cost millions of dollars. We had no liquidity 
and that’s what led us to the decision. And it’s 


the right decision for the company” 

Creditors have agreed to provide American 
Apparel with $90 million of debtor-in-pos- 
session financing and have committed an ad- 
ditional $70 million in capital to support the 
restructuring of the company American Ap- 
parel said. The participating lenders are Mon- 
arch Alternative Capital, Coliseum Capital, 
Goldman Sachs Asset Management, Pentwa- 
ter Capital Management and Standard Gen- 
eral. After the bankruptcy the bondholders 
will own nearly 100 percent of the company 
That should reduce the company’s debt 
from $300 million to no more than $135 mil- 
lion, American Apparel said. Annual interest 
payments will be reduced by $20 million. 

But if the plan meets with the approval of 


the bankruptcy court in Delaware, existing 
shareholders will essentially be left with noth- 
ing. That includes founder Dov Charney who 
was fired as chief executive last year after an 
investigation alleged evidence of inappropri- 
ate behavior with employees and misuse of 
company funds. Charney has denied these 
allegations. 

Instead, creditors of American Apparel 
would take over the company including Stan- 
dard General, the New York hedge fund that 
has lent millions to the retailer since last year. 

American Apparel’s net losses have totaled 
nearly $384 million over the last years. 

Since Charney was ousted, sales and rev- 
enue have continued to slip. The company has 
lost customers to fast-fashion rivals such as 


Zara and H&M, analysts said. 

With American Apparel almost out of cash, 
filing for bankruptcy was more a question of 
when, not if, analysts said. As of Aug. ii, the 
company had only $11.2 million in cash, but 
a $13.9 million interest payment was due on 
Oct. 15. 

“They were running out of time, without an 
infusion of cash and without a white knight 
coming,” said Lloyd Greif, chief executive of 
Los Angeles investment banking firm Greif & 
Co. “This interest payment was the last straw 
that broke the camel’s back.” 

Although American Apparel said produc- 
tion would continue in the U.S., some analysts 
predict the company will shift at least part 
of its manufacturing overseas. The company 
which had employed 8,500 employees world- 
wide, didn’t address how restructuring will 
affect workers, who have already endured lay- 
offs and reduced hours this year. 

Schneider said layoffs are not part of the 
restructuring plan. The company is “100 per- 
cent” committed to manufacturing in the U.S., 
she said, and has no plans to shift production 
to a lower-cost country

I was punched in the 
face on a CTA escalator 


I’d venture to guess 
that anyone who lives 
in Chicago has taken 
the CTA at least once. 
For many of us, a bus 
or train ride is an 
essential part of our 
daily commute. 

And while we all 
secretly pray for a 
quiet and undisturbed 
ride, you’ve no doubt 
experienced something 
out of the ordinary It’s 
your crazy unbelievable, funny or shocking 
CTA story This one is mine: 

It was close to 2 a.m. when I got off at the 
Howard stop, nearly half asleep after a long 
shift at work. I was already annoyed because 
the train had bypassed my usual stop due to 
construction, so I’d have to board the Red 
Line train going BACK in the direction I just 
came from in order to get home. Knowing the 
trains run in slower intervals that late at night, 
it was NOT an option to miss the train I could 
hear pulling up — on a platform that was just an 
escalator ride away 

Exhaustion and frustration quickened my 
pace as I kept thinking, “I can’t miss this train 
and wait another 20 minutes.” I started to hur- 
riedly walk up the escalator until I saw a man’s 
arm block my path. He stood there, arms 
outstretched, holding either side of the escala- 
tor. It’s escalator etiquette to stand on the 
right side if you don’t plan to walk up the steps, 
right? So as I approached the step he was on, I 
politely asked, “May I please get through?” 

He twisted his head around to look down 
at me, then slowly twisted it back forward. I 
saw his hand start to ungrasp the ledge. As I 
went to step up, I felt a fist hit my face. Hard. 
My eyes began to water from the forceful 
blow. The man who I had politely asked to 
get around had just punched me in the face. 

I was in shock. I didn’t know what to do. I 
stood with my hands over my nose, watching 
as the man riding behind me quickly reached 
up and grabbed the hood of the guy who just

punched me, pulling him backward. I saw his 
fist fly through the air and sock him in the face 
as he exclaimed, “Don’t you EVER hit a girl.” 

I stood silent, watching this stranger defend 
my honor. It all happened so quickly that I 
wished my shock would have allowed me to 
give a proper thank you to the man who had 
helped defend me. But then I remembered 
that I needed to catch the train. So I ran. I ran 
and narrowly got through the closing doors. 
Because I didn’t know what to do, I didn’t do 
anything. I didn’t call the police or try to tell 
the conductor. I just sat there waiting to hear 
the automated voice call out my stop. 

I recently talked with CTA spokeswoman 
Tammy Chase to get some insight as to what 
I should have done in my situation. She could 
not stress enough the importance of report- 
ing an incident like that as soon as possible. 

“If you’re in immediate danger, call 911,” 
she said. “If it’s not immediate danger, you can 
file a police report or contact CTA customer 
service by phone and they can alert security” 

According to statistics provided by the 
CTA, they provide an average of 1.7 million 
rides each weekday and the kind of violent 
incident I encountered is extremely rare. 

“In the first six months of this year, we had 
14 aggravated assaults and 113 simple assaults 
reported,” Chase said. “If you look at all the 
rides that we provide— that’s one aggravated 
assault in 18 million rides.” 

With more than 23,000 security cameras 
installed on trains, buses and platforms, the 
chances of a camera catching an incident are 
very high, but you’ve got to act quickly 

“Video does have a limited shelf life, so 
report any incident as soon as possible,” 
Chase said. 

Although I didn’t report my assault, that 
doesn’t mean you shouldn’t if ever you’re in a 
similar situation. And while getting punched 
in the face on a Red Line platform may make 
for a great, crazy CTA story, it sure has made 
me appreciate those boring and uneventful 
bus and train rides a lot more.
